HOW TO PROTECT YOUR 
SHRUBS FROM DOGS 


A dog at liberty, even in the ex- 
uberance of newly-found freedom, 
seldom, misses an opportunity to ex- 
plore every hole and corner in the 
course of his preambulations, and a 
cat, just goes and fights where it 
likes,Unfortunately this super-abund- 
ant energy\is accompanied by damage 
to garden and other property in the 
environs. Neither the dog or cat 
have: the slightest respect for flower 
beds or for the cherished ornamental 
palms on the front porch, and often 
these animals shpw a distinct an- 
tipathy. to shrubbery. In their bois- 
erous way they create a lot of dam- 
uge and it is not always possible to 
drive them away in time. However, 
an enterprising entomologist has 
found a way out of the difficulty. 
Taking a hint from the methods of 
entcmulogists in dealing, with  in- 
sect pests on garden plants, it was 
discovered that nicotine sulphate, 
thiz widely-used insecticide, provided 
an effective measure for keeping 
dogs and cats at bay. The odour of 
nicotine is very repulsive to dogs 
and cats, and as their sense of smel) 
is very much keener than that of 
human beings it is possible to use the 
compound so diluted so that flowers, 
skurbs, buildings, walls or walks are 
not damaged, but cats and doge will 
avoid the sprayed areas. The spray 
evaporates in time and :will be wash- 
ed off by the rain. Therefore it should 
be renewed every two weeks, and aft- 
er heavy rains. A week solution 
should be used, such as a tablespoon- 
ful of nicotine sulphate to five gallons 
of water. The solution is also a geod 
insecticide.

ing back over past years it is gratifying to know that, taken as a whole, it 
has been a successful war. A few years ago the great scourge was Tuber- 
culosis, the White Man’s Plague, which topped the lst of diseases afflicting 
the race. To-day it is in retreat, now far down in the list, with a steadily 
diminishing number of victims. 

Yellow fever, which once counted its victims by the thousands, is un- 
known; smallpox has been eradicated; diphtheria, which carried off children 
by the thousands, has been conquered thyough the discovery and use of anti- 
diphtheria serum; cholera, typhus, and other plagues are now practically 
unknown, with the result that the expectation of life as been more than 
doubled, nearly trebled, within the past 100 years. 

On the other hand, the ravages of cancer continue to increase until 
to-day it is responsible for more deaths than any other disease with the 
single exception of diseases of the heart. Cancer comes second, on the list 
and in 1933 was responsible for 10,646 deaths in Canada as compared with 


7,614 only seven years previously in 1926, and the toll is progressively rising | 


higher each year, having increased from 93.9 per 100,000 in 1931-32 to 100) 
per 100,000 in 1933. 

This is the common enemy that now calls Canada to arms and has re- 
sulted in this Silver Jubilee declaration of war. 

Contrary to a view widely held, cancer is not an incurable disease. It 
can be cured if it is discovered and treatment commenced in its early stages. 
Early diagnosis is the all-important factor. But to secure early diagnosis | 
involves, first, education of the public, the provision of a largely increaed | 
number of qualified diagnosticians, and facilities for treatment throughout 
the whole country. These are the essential munitions in this war, and they 
cost money. 

The people of Canada, the rich, the merely well-to-do, even the poor, | 
are called upon to enlist in the army of attack on his dread enemy which is 
now on the offensive against our people and scoring a victory over us.

A Famous Scholar 


Many Oriental Dialects 

Sir Willaim Jones, an Englishman 
who lived in the eigtheenth century, 
was one of the world’s most famous 
scholars. He mastered 28 different 
languages, and had a_ working 
knowledge of many Oriental dialects, 

When Sir William was 33 years 
old he decided, in his own words, 
“to learn no more rudiments of any 
kind, but to perfect myself in, first, 
12 languages, as the means of ac- 
quiring accurate knowledge of his- 
tory, arts and sciences.” These were 
Greek, Latin, Italian, French, Span- 
ish, Portuguese, Hebrew, Arabic, 
Persian, Turkish, German and Eng-

He 
was the first Englishman to com- 
pletely master Sanscrit, and he at- 
tained a considerable knowledge of 
Hindostanee and Bengalee, He dely- 
ed into the Indian dialects, such as} 
the Thibetan, Pali, Phaluvi, and the 
Deri.

Ancient Seal Found In Palestine 
May Throw New Light On 
Biblical History 


One of the most dramatic episodes 
| in Biblical history was believed 
thrown open for new study as the 
| result of the recent discovery at an- 
cient Lachish of a seal from the 
reign of Gedalia, last of the kings 
of Judah, who was murdered by a 
pretender to the throne, it was re- 
vealed to the Palcor Agency by a 
member of the archaeological expedi- 
tion. 

Characterized by members of the 
expedition as one of the most re- 
markable finds of its nature, the an- 
cient seal has inscribed upon it in 
Hebrew: 

“To Gedalia, who rules the house.” 
It is presumed the seal belonged to 
Gedalia Ben Ahikem who ruled the 
remnant of the Kingdom of Judah 
after Nebuchadnezzar, king of Baby- 
lon, destroyed Jerusalem,

in second Kings, chapter 25, verse 25.
